Board 
Acts On 
Prayer 


The Lord’s Prayer was 
legislated from the classrooms of 
Andover’s public schools at 1 a.m, 
Wednesday when the school com- 
mittee voted unanimously to abide 
by the historic decision of the U.S, 
Supreme Court, 

The action came near the end of 
a marathon six hour session and 
created little discussion, 

A suggestion that a short period 
of meditation replace the time 
honored Bible reading and prayer 
went without support, The board 
agreed that the method of opening 
the school day inthe public schools 
would be left to the discretion of 
the individual classroom teacher, 
for the time being at least, 

The controversial prayer issue 
was near the end of a lengthy agenda 
and was not reached until the early 
morning hours. The board's action 
consisted of amending the school 
department rules by deletion of 
Article IV, Section VII which re= 
ferred to the now outlawed Mas- 
sachusetts legal requirement that 
the Lord’s Prayer and a passage 
from the Bible be read at the 
opening of each classday in the 
state’s public schools. 

The Tuesday night session 
covered a wide range of subjects. 
These included plans for the new

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS - 


The Long Weekend 


The long Labor Day weekend is just ahead. It will be 
the occasion for many to have a last fling at summer fun 
before settling down to the more serious matters of life. 

There was a time when the last week in August would 
be coupled with the Labor Day holiday to comprise what 
was then known as the ‘‘last ten days’’, 


Vacations are spread out over much longer periods now, 


which is all to the good. The old ‘‘last ten days’’ crush 


at the beaches in years gone by was pretty rough. 


Although there are some habits which change, there is 
little chance that there will be any change in the Labor 
Day weekend traffic jam on the highways. That’s modern 
day America and we all have to live with it. 

Despite the grim warnings of the National Safety Council 
and law enforcement agencies, hundreds of Americans will 
be killed in traffic accidents over Labor Day. The only 
thing that can hold the toll down, is individual effort. 

If those who are behind the automobile wheels will use 
good judgement, obey the laws and show a little courtesy 


to other drivers during the holiday traffic jam, there is a 


good chance that the death toll can be kept to a minimum. 


Let’s make sure the last fling at summer isn’t just the 


LAST fling, period. 


Crime On Increase 


Residents of suburbia can find little comfort in the 
latest release by the Federal Bureau of Investigation of 
the crime report for the first six months of this year. 

It shows that crime in the smaller towns is on the 
increase and this is especially true in the northeastern 


states, the section of America where Andover is located. 


Crimes against property have increased the most. In 
this respect it may be recalled that locally there have 
been some burglaries committed here in recent weeks, and 
a couple of them during the daylight hours. 

The detailed report from J. Edgar Hoover’s agency 
shows that crime on the national level, including large 
cities as well as the suburban and rural areas, was up 
nine percent. The disturbing factor is that in communities 
between 10,000 and 25,000, the increase climbed to 10 


percent. 


The statistics show that nationally, murder and criminal 
assault dropped off during the first six months of the year. 
This was also true in the suburban areas. But in the other 
categories, everything went up. 

In the population listing which would include communi- 
ties like Andover, the FBI reports there was an eight per- 
cent increase in robbery, three percent hike in aggravated 
assault, ten percent jump in burglary, 15 percent increase 
in larceny of over $50, and finally, a nine percent higher 


volume of auto thefts. 


There is a tendency on the part of those who live in 
suburbia to think that ‘‘it can’t happen here’’. 

The FBI index of crime points up sharply that it can, 
and does, happen in the smaller communities.

Of Harvard Student 


As you travel over highways and 
roads in the Greater Lawrence 
area and observe the construction 
of Route 495, do you ever wonder 
how this intricate and majestic 
highway system ever developed? 
As you glide down the smooth and 
graceful curves of the mighty 
cloverleaf exits, do you ever mar- 
vel at these engineering feats? 
Do you ever contemplate the div- 
ided highways with all their lines 
down the middle and think ‘tHas 
this always been?”’ 

No, this has not always been 
with us, It all began in the 1920°s 
when a youg student named Miller 
McClintock entered Harvard Uni- 
versity with hope of earning a 
Masters degree, Miller MeClin- 
tock watched the traffic snarls in 
Cambridge with the interest of a 
small boy watching a hill of ants, 
Surely, someone could improve 
this traffic problem a little bit, 
he often thought, It was an ad- 
venture to cross the street, One 
day Miller McClintock decided to 
make a study of the street traffic 
problem, and it was then that the 
idea for his thesis for a doctorate 
degree was conceived, and ultime- 
ately, his life’s work, 

The innovations that you enjoy 
on the highways today are the pro- 
ducts of his imagination and many 
others are now following the 
Science that he established by 
attending the schools that he 
founded at Harvard University and 
Yale University, 

Dr, MeClintock traveled across 
the country bringing order out of 
chaos, and he established the 


smooth flow of traffic through such 
cities as Boston, Chicago, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, New Or- 
leans and Knoxville, He was al- 
ways serching for ways to keep 
automobile drivers and pedes- 
trians safe, He frowned upon the 
use of three lane highways for 
the use of two way traffic, ana 
flashing green lights. When his 
son once asked the meaning of a 
flashing green light, in order to 
pass his drivers test, Dr, McClin- 
tock replied *‘When you find out 
let me know’’, He felt that drivers 
could be confused by a flashing 
green, 

In 1937 he traveled to Europe 
to study the highway systems there, 
and after observing the new roads 
in Germany he was convinced that 
they were planning a war. He 
predicted ‘*These highways are 
constructed for use by tanks.”* 

Dr, McClintock once described 
a Jules Verne picture of the future 
highways, Among the visionary in- 
ventions he prophesied ‘‘steering 
by unseen hands (short wave radio 
to take cars automatically around 
curves), installation of infra red 
lights in the rear of automobiles 
which would activate photo electric 
cells in the front of other cars and 
this automatically would reduce the 
speed of approaching autos and 
prevent collisions, two-way auto- 
matic radios in all cars that would 
warn of approaching vehicles at 
highway intersections, and auto- 
matic highway illumination con- 
trolled by photo electric cells - a 
moving car itself would light up 
the section of highway over which
